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The wealth, welfare and prosperi- 
ty of farmers, and indeed of all of us, 
in Western Canada depend mainly 
upon the sale each year to foreign 
countries of large quantities of Cana- 
dian wheat at satisfactory prices. 

Between 200 and 300 million 
bushels a year, it seems to me, will 
have to be exported if a reasonable 
standard of living for our producers 
and other people is to be assured, 


Our large annual sales in the past 
have depended upon the buyers in 
no less than 72 different countries 
demanding or ‘wanting’ Canadian 
wheat. Our problem, then, can be 
stated very simply. It is that some- 
how we must induce the buyers of 
72 countries to ‘‘want” between 200 
and 300 million bushels of Canadian 
Wheat each year, and to pay a 
reasonable price for it. Can this be 
done? Yes, I at least believe it can, 
provided for one thing—that we 
maintain, and if possible increase, 
the present margin of quality or 
“strength” that Canadian’ wheat 
enjoys over the ‘'strength” of all 
other wheats in the world, But we 
must remember that meanwhile 
other countries are steadily improv- 
ing the quality of their own newer 
wheats. Canada, therefore’ will 
undoubtedly have to increase the 
efforts she is now making in order 
even to maintain her present 
superiority in wheat quality.

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Credit House Act In Force.|

be to accept deposits of money to be 
transferred into provincial credit, 

The first credit houses will be 
established in a block of eleven or 
twelve constituencies north of Red 
Deer and ineluding Edmonton,
